Although Mrs. Schmid’s par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. P. Von 
Stein of 157 North Euclid -ave- 
nue, still are anxiously awaiting 
a cablegram from their daughter, 
they feel assured of her safety, 
as no further casualties among 
Americans have been reported 
since the tragic bombing and 
shelling of the city Saturday. 

The Newg dispatches Sunday 
stated that Miss Ellen Louise 
Schmid and her mother, Mrs. 
Theodor Schmid, stood on the 
Toof of the Cathay hotel, a tow- 
ering structure in the center of 
the Settlement, and watched the 
wholesale death and terror that 
Spread over Shanghai. 

They saw Chinese aviators 
bomb a Yapanese warship, 
explosions causing derfening de- 
tonations and blinding flashes of 
flame.

Mr. Schmid, a prominent cotton 
importer in Shanghai; recently 
erected a handsome home on the 
outskirts of the International Set- 
tlement, a half hour’s drive from 
the present scene of fighting and 
in a letter recently received by 
Mr. and Mrs. Von Stein, Mrs. 
Schmid told of the merry honse- 
warming party held on July 25. 

Mr. and Mrs. Von Stein feel 
assured that the Schmid home is 
in a comparatively safe location; 
so long as the battle centers on 
Shanghai. 

Just why Mrs. Schmid and her 
daughter were down town in the 
Cathay hotel, in the thick of the 
fighting is, of course, not known. 

All foreign women and children 
have been ordered out of the In- 
termational Settlement, but Mr. 
and Mrs. Von Stein do not believe 
Mrs. Schmid, who considers 
Shanghai her permanent home, 
will be willing to lave.

The governor of California receives a salary of $10,000 per 
year—$40,000 for his four-year term, plus certain perquisites of 
the office which bring the grand total to about $60,000. 

But candidates for governor, next year, will spend more 
than a cool million (with the aid of their campaign organiza- 
tions) battling for the job! 

Being No. 1 Man in California costs real money. | And gub- 
-ernatorial campaign costs have more than doubled in the last 
few years, writes Clem Whitaker, political observer. 

Here’s a snap estimate—leaning to the side of conserva- 
tism—on probable campaign expenditures in California’s 1938 

vernorship tilt : 
ne Precaty election—two major Democratic candidates ($150,- 
000 each), $300,000 ; minor Demoeratic candidates (four or five), 
$150,000; two major Republican candidates ($150,000 each), 
$300,000; minor Rebpublican candidates (one or two), $50,000. 
General election—Democratic nominee, $200,000; Republican 
nominee, $$200,000; Third Party nominee, $75,000. . 
Grand total, $1,275,000. 

Until Sinclair—zealot, master propagandist and Superb 
showman—bobbed onto the scene, governorship campaigns in 
California were comparatively conservative, costing everyone 
concerned not more than $300,000. One governor was even elect- 
ed a few years back for the nominal sum of $75,000. s 

But Upton Sinclair, whipping his followers. into a political 
frenzy which made old-timers gasp in sheer admiration, changed 
all that. Running as the poor man’s candidate, chiding the 
“‘malefactors of great wealth’’ and promising to end poverty in 
California, he brought more campaign dollars rolling into 
headquarters than any other candidate ever had attracted in the 
state’s history. ‘ 

And except for the fact that the sponsors of Governor Frank 
Finley Merriam doubled all bets—piling up a bigger fund than 
even the amazing Sinclair could amass—Sinclair might have 
been governor. It was a prodigious campaigh, costing probably 
$2,000,000, if the war chests of both camps had been totaled. 

Since that date, Californta politics has never been the same. 
But there are other reasons for.mounting campaign costs. In 
olden days, the Republican nomination was tantamount to elec- 
tion. In the present era, the run-off at the general election is 
more hazardous and more expensive than the inter-party fights 
at the primary.

Reaping Results of Reducing Hog Supply 


The country is now paying for the Roosevelt administration 
plan of cutting down the supply of hogs a very few short years 
ago. As the result a vast number of people cannot buy as much 
meat as they would like to—nor of the quality they prefer. And 
from present indications it is going to be several years before 
there will be anything like a normal supply of hogs. The San 
Bernardino Sun comments on the foolishness of the forced re- 
duction in hog production: 

‘* *T am ashamed to-quote the prices of meat to most of 
the persons who come into my store,’ said the butcher, ‘for 
I know they can not afford to buy what they would like.’ 

“Then along comes a dispatch from Chicago with its 
declaration that there ‘is no immediate relief in sight for 
consumers.’ These latter, it is asserted, ‘may expect meut 
prices to go higher and higher for many months because it 
will take farmers a long time to readjust their production 
programs and get back to their normal schedule of produc- 
ing meat animals.’ : 

‘‘And incidentally it will interest many to learn that 
importations of pork have jumped since 1934 from approxi- 
mately 114 million pounds to ore than ten million pounds 
in 1935 and to 41 millions in 1936 and to an even greater 
rate this year. ; 

‘‘All of which takes us back.in thought to that grand 
period when the present administration was so concerned 
about the low prices of meat that it deliberately reduced 
what it considered the excessive supply of breeding animals 
by indiscriminate slaughter. Thus was the abundant life 
to be promoted. 

‘*And look at us now!’’ 

It will not be easy to forget some of the immense sums that 
were paid for not raising hogs—for instance that one check of 
more than $150,000 which went to a concern not far from Up- 
land—and this was by no means an exception. This same con- 
cern was paid much more than that amount—and there were 
other firms throughout the country who received vast sums for 
cutting down on their hog production. One of the very bad fea- 
tures of the plan was that too much of the cash went to firms 
that were not bona fide farmers. 

Neither was the curtailment of production limited to hogs. 
It included cattle, sheep, various kinds of grain and other agri- 
cultural products. And the country has been faced with a 
- shortage in them for several years—with the resultant unreazon- 

ably high prices. This should be a valuable lesson to any who 
may have the idea they can regulate the supply of commodities 
—agricultural or others—and keep prices normal. It can’t be 
done—there are bound to be years when shortages occur and 
‘other years when there is an unusually large production. Per- 
haps if one could control the weather and rainfall mere man 
might be able to do a better job than in the past—but up to 
this time the plan of crop control has been a miserable. failure. 


According to Fred Rolens, publisher of the South Pasadena 
Foothill Review, ‘‘If you are happy to get home your vacation 
has been a success.’’

QUOTA REMOVAL ON 
JAPANESE URGED 


Dr. E. Guy Talbot Points Way 
To More Friendly 
Relations 











Japanese are not allowed to 
come into the United States on the 
same basis as other foreigners and 
that fact irks the leaders of the 
Oriental country, Dr. E. Guy Tal- 
bott said in an address at the Up- 
land Methodist church Sunday 
morning. If Japanese admission 
into this country were put on the 
same basis as other countries, there 
would be only about 150 allowed 
each year, he declared. 

Dr. Talbott pointed out that this 
small Oriental migration would not 
have much effect on the population 
here but removal of the restriction 
would greatly improve the rela- 
tions between the two countries. 
Japanese in general do not want 
War with the United States and the 
same belief is held by Americans 
in thinking of Japan, he said. Jap- 
an’s military party is in power 
and there is a small element in this 
country who want war, Dr. Talbott 
said in pointing out the possibility 
of conflict. The speaker cited re- 
moval of the present immigration 
restriction as one of the most im- 
portant steps in keeping peace with 
Japan. 

Commercially, the two countries 
have huge busihess dealings with 
each other, according to Dr. Tal- 
bott. Japan purchases about 17 per 
cent of this country’s cotton crop 
and America is Japan's biggest silk 
customer. 

Dr. Talbott is secretary of a na- 
tional organization for the preven- 
tion of war.
